Chevak is an incorporated second class city located on the north bank of the Niglikfak River, about 17 miles east
of Hooper Bay in the Yukon-Kuskokwim Delta. Chevak is part of the Wade Hampton Census Area.

¢ The estimated population for 2008 was 922, a gain of about 157 since the 2000 Census.

+ About 69 percent of the resident population 16+ years old worked in 2008.

¢ Local Government was the main industry in 2008, employing 55 percent of the area's workers.
+ More workers were employed as Teacher Assistants than any other occupation.
